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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Mansfield  Woodhouse  Urban  District  Council* 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  1969  there  was  a  total  of  451  Births  and  229  Deaths,  a  natural 
increase  in  the  population  of  222.  Statistically  these  figures  give  a  Birth 
Pate  of  l8.8  per  1,000  and  a  Death  Rate  of  9*6  per  1,000,  the  comparative 
figures  for  England  and  Wales  being  16.3  and  11*9  respectively.  Thus  for 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  the  Birth  Rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  national 
average  and  the  Death  Rate  is  slightly  lower. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  is  22.00  per  thousand,  the  lowest 
figure  for  the  last  3  years  and  no  Maternal  Deaths  occurred  during  1969* 

However,  the  pattern  of  the  main  cause  of  death  remains  the  same  with  a 
disturbingly  high  proportion  of  all  deaths  resulting  from  lesions  of  the 
Circulatory  System,  this  category  accounted  for  117  deaths  out  of  the  total 
or  rather  more  than  half. 

It  has  been  clear  now  for  some  considerable  time  that  in  the  Public  Health 
field  the  emphasis  has  shifted  from  Infections  to  Degenerative  Disease,  which 
reflects  the  ever  increasing  higher  proportion  of  the  aged  amongst  us,  together 
with  the  effectiveness  of  the  immunisation  programmes  which  have  proved  so  ' 
successful  in  curtailing  both  the  incidence  and  the  mortality  from  many 
infectious  diseases  especially  in  the  last  three  decades.  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  already  we  are  faced  with  profound  changes  occuring 
in  our  society,  due  in  some  degree  to  the  very  effectiveness  of  the 
preventative  measures  which  have  been  pursued  since  the  second  world  war. 

Changes  which  inevitably  must  lead  us  to  make  some  reappraisal  as  to  where 
our  energies  in  the  Public  Health  field  should  be  more  effectively  directed 
in  the  future  not  only  to  maintain  but  to  improve  our  Health  Standards.  Thus 
an  ageing  population,  linked  to  a  steadily  increasing  population  with  different, 
moral,  social  and  medical  values  are  creating  challenges  no  less  demanding  than 
some  of  the  infectious  diseases  which  are  passing. 

In  an  endeavour  to  contain  the  ever  escalating  costs  of  a  National  Health 
Service  running  at  some  1,600  millions  annually,  prevention  must  increasingly 
become  the  keystone  of  the  Service  in  the  future,  for  prevention  is  not  only 
better  than  cure  it  is  cheaper,  but  even  in  this  realm  some  forms  of  prevention 
are  a  "better  buy"  than  others.  A  case  in  point  is  illustrated  by  the  demands 
of  the  Abortion  Act.  The  operation  of  this  Act  alone  has  placed  the  resources 
of  many  of  the  specialized  units  which  alone  can  undertake  this  type  of 
treatment  under  considerable  extreme  pressure,  and  undoubtedly  as  a  result  the 
costs  have  corresponding  risen  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  influx  of  patients 
requiring  termination  under  the  Act. 
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Yet  on  the  o£her  hand  the  sums  allocated  for  Family  Planning  in  all  its 
multiple  facets  of  its  activities  remain  niggardly  in  comparison.  Here  would 
appear  to  be  a  situation  that  requires  closer  study  and  evaluation*  Not  to 
put  too  fine  an  edge  on  it,  Abortion  under  the  Act  may  well  be  described  as, 
prevention  of  a  birth,  Family  Planning  on  the  other  hand,  amongst  its  many 
endeavours  aims  at  preventing  other  than  controlled  conceptions,  which  is 
safer,  easier,  less  traumatic  and  less  costly  in  every  respect.  It  is  not 
suggested  that  wider  ranging  Family  Planning  guidance  and  services  is  the 
complete  answer  to  the  complexities  of  human  behaviour,  which  create  pregnancy 
problems  more  often  than  not  arising  within  marriage,  and  for  which  the  only 
reasonable  solution  is  termination  within  the  Act  on  Medical  grounds.  But  if 
as  much  effort,  energy,  publicity  and  finance  was  directed  towards  the  Sex 
Education  of  Adults  within  the  scope  of  Further  Educational  Schemes,  e.g. 
Evening  Classes,  rather  than  at  children  where  whatever  its  dubious  academic 
merit,  it  has  little  practical  benefit,  then  recourse  to  the  Abortion  Act  is 
likely  to  be  much  less  frequent.  Moreover,  it  is  widely  held  that  the  best 
method  of  imparting  Sex  Knowledge  to  children  is  through  the  efforts  of  well 
informed  parents.  That  so  many  parents  in  fact  delegate  this  responsibility 
to  the  schools  is  tantamount  to  acknowledging  their  own  abysmal  ignorance  of 
the  subject.  Hence  by  providing  adults  with  more  widely  available 
opportunities  to  remedy  their  own  shortcomings  a  dual  benefit  would  accrue  as 
children  bene fitted  from  parental  enlightenment. 

Population  Control  is  about  to  displace  Pollution  as  the  Top  Topic  for  the 
seventies. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Lightfoot,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  Marsh,  for  their  unstinting  efforts  under  the  heavy 
pressure  of  staff  shortage  over  many  months.  Theirs  has  been  a  sterling 
contribution  which  I  would  like  to  wholeheartedly  acknowledge  in  this  Report. 
Both  to  Mr.  Neale  and  Miss  Stoppard,  I  am  indebted  for  their  ready 
co-operation  at  all  times,  as  indeed  I  am  to  the  Heads  of  all  Departments. 

I  would  also  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  - 
Councillor  Haynes,  for  his  interest  and  enthusiasm  and  to  all  Members  of 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  Urban  District  Council  for  their  willing  involvement  and 
concern  about  all  matters  relating  to  maintenance  and  improvement  of  general 
health  standards  in  this  town.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  my  report  on  the  work,  of  your  Health  Department  in  the 
field  of  environmental  hygiene,  this  report,  as  in  previous  years,  summarises 
matters  dealt  with  by  Committees  during  the  year  and  where  necessary 
appropriate  observations  have  been  made. 

The  1969  Housing  Act  became  operative  on  25th  August  but  the  full  impact 
of  additional  work  was  not  felt  during  the  remaining  four  months  of  the  year. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  legislation  is  intended  to  provide  the  means  for 
a  vigorous  attack  on  the  whole  problem  of  unsatisfactory  housing  by 
improvement  and  repair  or  by  eventual  clearance  of  those  dwellings  which 
cannot  reasonably  be  made  fit  and  provided  with  standard  amenities. 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  was  affected  by  a  larger  than 
usual  turnover  in  personnel  but  in  spite  of  this  and  the  loss  of  vehicles 
through  a  fire  at  the  depot  the  service  was  efficiently  maintained. 

In  conclusion  I  am  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  Committees  for  their  active  interest  and  support  at  all  times,  to  Doctor 
Young  for  his  advice  on  the  many  problems  requiring  his  specialized  knowledge 
and  to  Mr.  Marsh,  my  deputy,  for  his  specific  contribution  in  the  field  of 
atmospheric  pollution  and  clean  air  and  indeed  to  all  members  of  the  various 
Council  departments  who  have  always  co-operated  and  helped  when  required.

TETANUS  IMMUNISATION 


Immunisation  against  Tetanus  was  continued  during  the  year. 

This  complaint  which  is  due  to  the  entrance  into  the  body  of 
the  tetanus  bacillus  through  a  wound  is  characterised  by  painful 
contractions  in  the  muscles  of  the  face  and  neck.  Hence  the  terra 
"lock- jaw”.  Untreated  cases  have  a  high  mortality.  This  active 
immunisation,  provided  an  adequate  level  of  immunity  is  maintained 
by  the  recommended  reinforcing  dose,  is  regarded  as  a  more  effective 
method  of  prevention  than  the  injection  of  tetanus  antitoxin  at  the 
time  of  injury.  And  so  PARENTS  ARE  REMINDED  TEAT  IT  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT 
TEAT  THEY  KEEP  THE  RECORD  CARDS  OF  THEIR  CHILDREN’S  INNOCULATIONS  IN 
A  PLACE  WHERE  THEY  CAN  BE  READILY  FOUND  as  they  are  of  particular 
importance  to  the  doctor  treating  a  potentially  infected  wound.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  introduction  of  our  first  Smoke  Control  Area  further  increased 
the  volume  of  refuse  to  be  collected  in  that  less  refuse  was  burnt  on 
open  fires  and  where  space  heating  was  by  gas,  no  refuse  at  all  could 
be  burnt.  This  increase  was  fully  covered  by  the  Council’s  decision  to 
change  to  continuous  compression  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  a  further 
such  veh  icle  was  ordered  during  the  year. 

DISPOSAL 


Tipping  had  to  be  suspended  at  Duke's  Quarry  because  of  a  sudden 
and  unexpected  rise  in  the  ground  water  rest  level  and  emergency  measures 
had  to  be  taken  to  fill  in  with  inert  material  to  remove  any  danger  to 
children  trespassing  in  the  quarry. 

Tipping  charges  were  introduced  during  the  year  for  all  material 
other  than  that  accepted  free  of  charge  from  residents  in  the  district 
under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act. 

The  Council  decided  to  join  with  Mansfield  Borough  Council  in  the 
provision  of  direct  incineration  plant  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  our  present 
method  of  controlled  tipping  which  in  spite  of  all  possible  precautions 
at  times  caused  nuisance  to  nearby  residents  either  through  smoke  or  insect 
pests.

The  only  monitoring  instrument  in  use  for  this  purpose  during  the  year 
under  report  was  a  British  Standard  Deposit  Gauge  sited  in  the  centre  of 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  and  monitoring  the  grit  and  dust  deposited  from  the 
atmosphere  over  that  area.  The  Gauge  is  exposed  for  monthly  periods  and 
a  study  made  of  the  material  collected.  The  weight  of  the  insoluble 
material  collected  gives  a  reasonable  approximation  of  the  amount  of  grit 
and  dust  present.  This  weight  is  calculated  in  relation  to  the  area  of 
the  collecting  bowl  and  the  duration  of  exposure  and  is  expressed  in 
milligrams  per  square  metre  per  day.  The  results  of  the  monthly 
observations  of  the  undissolved  matter  deposited  from  the  atmosphere  and 
recorded  by  this  Deposit  Gauge  during  the  whole  of  1969  are  presented 
overleaf  in  graphical  form. 


DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 


The  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Urban  District  Council  (No.  2)  Smoke  Control 
Order,  1968,  designed  to  cover  a  further  920  acres  of  land  in  the  East  Ward 
contiguous  to  the  No.  1  Area  and  incorporating  some  1,052  premises  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister,  without  modification,  on  the  17th  March,  1969 1 
and  was  to  be  brought  into  operation  on  the  1st  November,  1970. 

Despite  the  fact  that  adequate  assurances  as  to  the  availability  of 
solid  smokeless  fuels  in  this  area  had  been  given  by  the  various  Solid 
Smokeless  Fuel  Manufacturers  at  the  time  that  this  Order  was  submitted 
to  the  Minister  for  confirmation  in  late  Autumn  of  1969  serious  doubts  were 
being  raised  as  to  the  national  position  in  this  respect  and  towards  the 
end  of  December,  1969  it  was  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that 
consideration  should  be  given  to  deferring  the  operative  date  of  this  Order 
until  some  time  after  the  Winter  of  1970/71  when  it  would  be  expected  that 
the  demand  for,  and  the  availability  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  would  reach 
parity.  At  the  end  of  the  year  under  report  this  matter  was  still  being 
the  subject  of  active  discussion  with  Representatives  of  the  Solid 
Smokeless  Fuel  Federation.

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INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL 


It  is  again  distressing  to  have  to  record  that  difficulties  were 
still  being  experienced  during  the  year  in  operating  the  battery  of 
Lancashire  Boilers  at  one  of  our  local  collieries  without  emitting 
smoke  in  such  densities  and  for  such  periods  as  to  exceed  the  limits 
permitted  by  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958. 
Numerous  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year  with  Officials  of  the 
National  Coal  Board  in  an  endeavour  to  find  ways  of  improving  the 
operation  of  this  plant  and  it  is  perhaps  fair  to  record  that  some 
slight  progress  has  been  made  to  this  end. 

Happily  the  grit  arrestment  equipment  installed  at  this  plant 
during  1968  had  the  effect  of  restricting  grit  and  dust  emissions  to 
an  acceptable  level,  on  only  one  occasion  during  the  year  was  trouble 
experienced  from  this  source  due  to  the  arrestment  plant  having  to  be 
taken  out  of  commission  for  essential  maintenance. 


PRIOR  APPROVAL  OF  NEW  BOILER  PLANT 


One  application  was  made  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  for  the  Council's  Prior  Approval 
to  the  installation  of  new  boiler  plant.  Approval  was  given  in  this 
case  without  qualification. 


HEIGHT  OF  NEW  CHIMNEYS 


One  application  was  received  under  the  provisions  of  Section  6 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  for  approval  to  the  proposed  height  of  a 
new  chimney  designed  to  serve  boiler  plant  in  the  area.  In  this  case 
the  Department  were  obliged  to  request  the  provisions  of  a  higher 
stack  height  than  the  one  originally  proposed  and  the  applicants 
subsequently  complied  with  this  requirement. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  -  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  19^9 


The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  service  in  the 
District.  This  service  is  available  free  of  charge  to  the  occupiers 
of  residential  property  but  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural 

property.

SWIMMING  BATH 


An  open-air  lido  comprising  a  paddlers  pool,  learners  pool, 
swimming  bath  and  a  diving  pool  provided  by  Clipstone  Colliery 
Welfare  Committee  is  situated  in  the  East  Ward. 

Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  the  system  and  the  plant 
provides  for  a  complete  change  every  four  hours.  Treatment  consists 
of  filtration,  chlorination,  aeration  and  stabilisation  of  the  pH 
value,  in  addition,  the  water  is  heated  to  about  4  F  above  average 
atmospheric  temperature. 

Paily  records  are  kept  of  the  chlorine  content  and  pH  value 
and  these  impirical  tests  check  the  efficiency  ox  the  plant. 

5  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

PADDLING  POOL 

The  Council  maintain  an  "empty  and  fill"  paddling  pool  on  the 
Yeoman  Hill  Park.  During  the  summer  months  when  the  pool  is  in  use 
fixed  dose  chlorination  is  carried  out  and  daily  tests  are  made  to 
determine  the  pH  value  and  residual  chlorine  content  of  the  water. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  three  watercourses  in  the  district  all  receive  sewage  works 
effluents,  inspections  have  been  made  and  from  time  to  time  where 
necessary  action  has  been  taken  to  remove  obstructions  preventing 
the  free  flow  of  water. 


SCHOOLS 

There  are  twelve  Local  Education  Authority  Schools  in  the  District, 
eight  of  which  are  of  post-war  construction,  ail  these  and  one  of  ehe 
pre-war  schools  have  well  equipped  school  meals  kitchens. 

In  addition  one  private  school  has  been  established  in  a  converted 
mansion  in  the  District. 

Inspection  of  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and 
kitchens  did  not  reveal  any  matters  requiring  attention. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  District. 
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PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT  1928  -  1936 


There  are  25  licensed  premises  comprising  23  having  underground  storage 
tanks  with  a  capacity  of  62,000  gallons  and  3  with  fire-proof  can  storage 
above  ground  having  a  capacity  of  1,100  gallons. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  is  one  residential  caravan  site  established  within  the  District 
and  licensed  under  the  above  Act.  The  licence  provides  for  a  maximum  of 
71  vans  and  the  average  number  during  the  year  was  45.  The  site  has  its 
own  shops,  paved  roadways,  site  lighting,  electric  power  to  each  van  and 
its  own  sewage  disposal  plant. 

The  1966  Bye-laws  made  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  for  the 
preservation  of  road  margins  laid  out  for  ornamental  purposes  has  had  the 
desired  effect  of  preventing  the  verges  of  Peafield  Lane  being  used  by 
itinerent  caravan  dwellers,  and  prompt  action  by  your  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  Police  had  the  effect  of  other  sites  being  used  only  for  permitted 
periods  and  in  the  case  of  verges  and  waste  ground  for  overnight  rests. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


The  one  offensive  trades  premises  in  the  District  where  the  trades  of 
gut  scraper,  fat  and  tallow  melters  and  extractors  continued  to  operate  in 
the  existing  premises  and  were  subject  to  constant  surveillance. 

Plans  for  the  erection  of  a  complete  new  building  and  plant  designed  to 
deal  with  malodours  were  approved  during  the  year  and  although  work  was 
started  the  plant  was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.

RENT  ACT  1968 


This  Act,  like  those  it  has  replaced,  is  already  beginning  to  fall 
into  disuse  and  the  intervention  by  the  Local  Authority  is  required  less  and 
less.  This  intervention  is  only  required  where  the  landlord  and  tenant 
have  failed  to  reach  agreement  in  the  matter  of  repair  or  where  either 
the  landlord  or  tenant  require  impartial  evidence,  in  the  form  of  a 
Certificate,  as  to  the  remedying  of  defects. 

The  assumption  is  that  in  return  for  an  increased  rent,  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  repair  and  decoration  has  been  obtained.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  standard  will  be  maintained.  Where  a  landlord  fails  to  fulfil 
his  obligations  in  that  respect,  an  aggrieved  tenant  of  a  controlled  house 
can  at  any  time,  as  a  first  step,  serve  a  Form  G  being  a  "Notice  by  Tenant 
to  Landlord  of  Defects  of  Repair"  and  by  implementing  the  full  procedure 
of  the  Act  secure  either  the  repair  of  the  house  or  a  reduction  of  rent.

Almost  9  tons  of  the  meat  and  offal  inspected  were  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  destroyed  by  conversion  into 
animal  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers  or  utilised  by  pharmaceutical 
companies  for  non— edible  purposes  after  authorisation  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector.

Part  Carcases  and  Offal  Condemned 

In  the  majority  of  cases  when  evidence  of  disease  or  other 
affections  was  found  only  the  particular  parts  affected  required 
condemnation.  Table  3  shows  the  number  of  animals  so  affected  by 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  cysticercosis: -

The  figures  given  in  Tables  1 ,  2  and  3  show  that  almost  one- 
half  of  the  cattle  (including  cows)  and  pigs,  one-fifth  of  the 
sheep  and  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  calves  were  affected  by 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  cysticercosis  rendering  at 
least  part  of  the  carcase  or  its  offal  unfit. 


Tuberculosis 

127  pigs  and  1  sheep  were  infected  with  this  disease,  the 
infection  in  all  cases  being  of  a  localised  nature  affecting  the 
head.  The  percentage  of  pigs  affected  was  2.2. 


Cysticercosis 

Cysticercus  bovis,  the  cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm, 

Taenia  saginata  was  found  in  the  form  of  localised  infestations 
in  one  bovine  other  than  cows.  The  carcase  was  submitted  to  the 
refrigeration  treatment  prescribed  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations 
1963,  after  the  rejection  of  all  infested  offal.

Tittle  or  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  m 
enforcing ^  Provisions  o/the  Act  and  those  Regulations  made  thereunder . 
Some  degree  of  opposition  is  still  found  in  certain  quar ters^ to  th 
fittimr  and  use  of  guards  to  gravity  operated  meat  slicing  machines 
the^usual” complaint  from  both  employers  and,  surprisingly,  from  employees 
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is  still  being  that  the  provision  of  the  guard  "complicates  the  operation 
of  the  machine  and  that  ’it  is  just  another  item  of  equipment  to  keep 
clean'"  but  there  is  increasing  evidence  that  the  purpose  of  the  guard 
is  steadily  being  appreciated  particularly  by  those  persons  who  have  taken 
up  employment  in  the  Food  Trades  since  the  Act  became  operative.  Every 
opportunity  is  taken  to  stress  the  provisions  of  those  Sections  of  the 
Act  dealing  with  machinery  and  particularly  the  Provisions  of  Sections  18 
and  19  relating  to  the  cleaning  of  machinery  by  young  persons  and  the 
training  and  supervision  of  persons  working  on  prescribed  dangerous 
machines.  It  is  felt  with  regard  to  these  requirements  in  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  meat  slicing  machines  and  paper  cutting  guillotines  where 
"familiarity  has  bred  contempt"  that  employers  and  employees  are  not 
inclined  to  take  their  obligations  under  the  Act  seriously.  Every 
opportunity  is  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  course 
of  routine  inspections  to  draw  the  attention  of  those  persons  concerned 
to  the  requirements  of  Sections  18  and  19  of  the  Act  and  we  would  hope 
that  the  fact  that  once  again  no  accidents  have  been  notified  during  the 
year  under  report  is  an  indication  that  this  policy  is  proving  effective. 
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
